Preeminent among the important 
results of Pentecost, was the new 


valuation which the disciples placed 
upon prayer. After those tremendous 
days which preceded and immediately 
followed the coming of the Holy 
Ghost, prayer became, for the dis 
ciples, not only a privilege, but a 
necessity. Prayer was a vital part of 
their work. To wrestle in prayer was 
as much a part of faithful stewardship 
as proclaiming the message. 

The Holy Ghost taught those early 
disciples that there could be no fire 
to tremble in the breast, nor the 
Kingdom work be accomplished in 
any sense, unless they were faithful 
in their ministry of prayer. It is the 
same today. The lesson of the early 
Church needs to be learned today. 
An old minister was speaking; he 
had fought many battles for God and 
with him had won some outstanding 
victories, but there was Oe source 
of sorrow, “as I look back over my 
life,” he said, “I regret that I have 
not spent more time in prayer. I could 
have accomplished more if I had 
only learned the secret of prayer.” 
Another old veteran of the Cross re- 
marked, “If I could live my life over 
again, there would be only one thing 
that I would have different. I would 
not put, in more time on preparing 
sermons, entertaining my friends, or 
studying plans for my future, but I 
would give more time to prayer. Here 
is where I have failed.” 

This good man was voicing the 
confession of many. Jesus did not feel 
that it was His place to explain pray- 
er. He commanded it, He told His 
disciples to “tarry at Jerusalem;” 
He told them that all authority was 
given unto Him. Then prayer was the 
means by which the disciples were ta 
be indued with power. Prayer there- 
fore, became, not only a great privi- 
lege, but a trust. 

Jesus demonstrated in His daily 
life this same need of constant com- 


munion with the Father. If Jesus 
needed to spend whole nights in 
prayer, how perilous is the failure 


of the disciples to pray! What does 
it mean to us where Jesus pointed to 
the field, whitening to the harvest, 
and commanded, “Pray ye therefore 
the Lord of the harvest, that He send 
forth laborers _into His harvest.” 
Matt. 9:38. How it should drive us to 
our knees to hear Jesus declare that 
the great God waits for human inter- 
cession before thrusting forth work- 
ers into the field. 

What a terrible responsibility He 
places on our faithfulness at the 
merey seat, when He declares, “This 
kind can come forth by nothing but 
by prayer and fasting.” Mark 9:29. 

Paul writes, “I exhort therefore, 
that first of all, supplications, pray- 
ers, intercession, * * * be made.” 
When we shall see Christians all over 
the world resolved to prove what shall 
be the efficacy for the conversion of 
the world, I shall begin to think that 
millennium is at the door. If fifty 
men of our generation will enter the 
Holy Place of prayer and become 
henceforth, men whose hearts. God 
has touched with the prayer passion, 
the history of the Church will be 
changed. Prayer is, and always will 
be, the greatest need of the Church, 
by far a greater need than money. 

The book of Acts furnishes abun- 
dance of evidence that prayer was 
the secret of the success of the early 
Church. Not only was’ prayer’ the 
blessed communion with their Lord, 
but it was a necessary part of the 
work which they were to do in the 
fulfillment of the great commission. 
When Peter was in prison, the Church 
met to pray for him; God wonderful. | 
ly delivered him; the prison doors 
were opened; the city gates swang 
back as he went marching through.

I have decided to not pastor any 
church this year as I have _hereto- 
fore, but give my time on the field, 
therefore I will be able to conduct 
some revivals, so if any of the 
churches want me to hold revivals 
for you this winter, write me in re 
gard to same at an early date. 

I have not been depending  alto- 
gether on the State for a suppert. The 
church at Marion has been doing a 
good part by me, but that good part 
now stops, therefore I will depena 
upon the state this year, that is, the 
percent of the tithes and free will of- 
ferings from the churches where I am 
laboring. 

Some of the churches have been 
very loyal to me ever since I have 
been in the State and I wish w ex- 
press my appreciation to you also a 
few others have recently begun their 
loyalty by sending their amount each 
month. 


We want to make this the best year 
we have ever had, but we will have 
to hustle if we beat last year. We 
added more than one fourth to our 
membership and almost doubled our 
number of ministers. 

The last week before the Assembly 
we succeeded in organizing three new 
churches. Brother Niswander set one 
in order at Roanoke and we tcok one 
over at Clinchfield with thirty-three 
members including the pastor, Brotn 
er H. O. Kirk, who had come over 
with us a few weeks before and Broth. 
er Shaffer of Marion assisted by some 
of the faithful saints of Marion church, 
also Brother E. J. Hanks a part of 
the time had been laboring at Trout- 
dale about two months, so on Friday 
night before we started to the As- 
sembly we set the Church in order 
with eleven members with others to 
follow. 

Some of our ministers have not 
peen reporting or even paying thew 
tithes. My brethren, this ought not to 
be. We are to be examples and the 
Assembly passed a ruling at the As- 


sembly that all ministers will have 
to pay their tithes to hold their 
license. This rule will be enforced in 


Virginia. All of our ministers believe 
in the doctrine but I suppose have 
not felt able to do, but the ministers 
who will not pay tithes in Virginia 
will not be paid tithes from those 
who do, and you know it would not 
be right.

tion to be slothful in the business of 
our King. I’m persuaded that there is 
lots more slothfulness than God is 
pleased with. Some may try to inter- 
pret this as being financial business 
or otherwise pertaining to our tem- 
poral needs, but we find in the first 
verse of this same chapter, that the 
preacher says, brethren, and tells 
them to present their bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy acceptable unto God, 
which is their reasonable service.

I contend that He wants us to wake 
up along Spiritual lines, or the busi- 
ness of our King. 

To The Ministry 


Now I’m sure we are all of the 
opinion that the Lord’s work requires 
haste, and that Jesus is coming soon, | 
if so then we don’t want to be sloth- 
ful in business. I have known of! 
preachers that have said, “Live or die, 
sink or swim, I’m going thru with 
God,” but soon we see God dealing 
with them and asking them to go 
some place where they never have 
heard the Gospel, or where the saints 
have been neglected. I hear them 
sighing, “Oh Lord I can’t.” Then soon 
We see that preacher at church where 
the power of God is working and 
hear him exclaim, “I thank God that 
I’m sanctified wholly.”

£0, and because you did not obey, 
and came to church and _ testified 
falsely, you had better read your 
death sentence in Revelation 21:8 
about all liars.

The preachers would stay home 
Sunday and Sunday night, shout and 
have a good time while some one of 
the laity took charge of the other 
meeting and possibly just have pray- 
ers and testimonies and went home; 
the congregation went home without 
hearing the good News, (Gospel) but 
listen I imagine I can hear those 
preachers eight miles away telling 
how they love the Church of God and 
would give their lives for it, when 
God is only asking them to. give 
about 50 cents car fare, their body a 
living sacrifice, and thirty minutes in 
prayer, in order to bring a message 
of edification to the starving sheep 
or lambs that Jesus, the divine head 
of the Church, told you to feed, 
John 21:17. 

Again we possibly hear some remark 
that they don’t know where they are 
going to work next year; they have 
not a place, and some Overseer asks 
them to go to the West or to Maine, 
they will possibly ask how cold it 
gets there as you have heard of the 
severe cold, or perchance they want 
to know how many members there are 
and how many pay tithes. Brother get 
on the altar, Rom. 12:1 “Go Ye.”
